New York and Lon- 
don, more men are cured than women. 

In England, persons living in agricultural dis- 
tricts furnish a larger number of inmates for 
asylums than those living in manufacturing dis 
tricts. 

Married persons are more apt to recover than 
unmarried. 

More persons become insine who have not 
enough to do than of those who arc full of busi 

ness. 

Of all who are insane, nearly one half become 
so from moral causes, such' as anxiety, 
trolled emotions, hugging shai 
ries, &c. 

Only nine persons out of a hundred 
from hereditary causes. 

The general truth seems to be that often per 
sons who are insane, fire recover; and of thpsp 
five, only two remain well during the remainder 
of life. 

Of a hundred insane persons, thirty one die 
within five years, nnd forty remain uncured 
The ten years including th » age of thirty furnish 
very much the largest num':>er of insane patients; 
showing that the bouyancv of youth and the ma 
turitv of riper years tend to avert insanity. 

Those who arc sent to the asvlum within a 
year after their attack, get well in a large num 
ber of instance*, while those who are kept at 
home for two or three years, until they become un- 
bearable and dangerous, seldom recover — show- 
ing the immense value of scientific and experi- 
enced treatment. The two great practical les 
sons which stand boldly out of these statement", 
are: Bebnay.if vou would keep out of an ty»v 
lum; but if attacked, send your friends there the 
moment the di-ense unmistakably manifests it 
self — a false delicacy or a mistaken affection of 
ten seals the doom for life, which might have — 
ves, would most probnhlv h tvp bepn averted

Ricmt of a Father to dispose of his Chil- 
dren- ir Will.— A curious case, involving the 
right of a father to dispose of his children by 
will at his death, although their mother be 
alive, has just been decided at Pittsburgh, 
Pa. 

Geo S. Hamilton died in that city in Dec, 
leaving a widow, Margaretta, and three children, 
aged 9, 11 and 13 years. As the husband was a 
Protestant and the wife a Catholic, he appointed 
guardians for the children, bv will, and directed 
them to be brought up in the Protestant faith. — 
The children were accordingly taken from the 
mother and placed at a Protestant school, but the 
mother applied for a writ of habeas corpus, to re 
cover them. Judge Williams of the District 
Court, decided, however, that the power to con- 
stitute a guardian by deed or will, attested by 
two witnesses, given by the statute of Charles IT, 
' ch , 24, was in force in that State. This statute 
enacts that any father, under age or of full age, 
may by deed or will dispose of the custody of his 
child, either born or unborn, to any person, ex- 
cept a Popish recusant, either in possession or 
reversion, till such child attains the age of one 
and twenty years. 

The will was thereof sustained, and the mother 
has to go without her children.— -Cin. Gaz.

This editor is right, for three reasons: 1st. 
To fasten the Lecompton Constitution upon the 
I people of Kansas against their wishes and with- 
out giving them a fair opportunity to vote upon 
it, would alienate from the South thousands of 
national men in the North who have heretofore 
defended our constitutional rights against the at- 
tacks of northern fanatics. 

2d. The free State party have now the control 
of the Legislature of Kansas, and if she is admit 
ted into the Union under the Senate bill, in less 
than two months thereafter, we would see Jim 
Lane and Gov. Robinson, two of the vilest and 
rankest Abolitionists in the whole country— in 
the Senate of the United States, as the Represen 
tatives of the State of Kansas. Would not they 
respect Southern rights with a vengeance? 

3d. The Senate bill — the plan of adjustment 
proposed by President Buchanan and sustained by 
many Democrats in Kentucky — recogriies the 
rights of the people of Kansas immediately after 
ii$ admission at a State, to change their Consti 
tution, and abolish slavery, and this notwithstand 
ins an explicit provision in the Lecompton Con- 
stitution, prohibiting its alteration or amendment 
until 1864. This being so, the protection which 
is guaranteed to slave property in that Con9titu 
tion, is, so far as any real substantial advantage 
is to be gained by the South, not worth the parch 
ment upon which the Constitution is written. 
This result will inevitably follow, since, as all ad- 
mit, the free State party have an overwhelming 
majority of the qualified voters of Kansas. 



XZT Nearly every Southern Democratic Sena 
tor who has spoken in favor of the admission of 
Kansas under the Lecompton Constitution, in the 
manner pointed out in the Senate bill, has ad 
miffed that there is not a shadow of a chance 
that Kansas can remain a slave State for any 
length of time. But they say that there is a prinei 
pk -involved in this controversy which they re- 
gard as vital to the South, and a recognition of 
which, by the Congress of the United States, 
they, as Southern men, demand. Now what is 
this principle? It is that no Territory shall be 
refused admission into the Union as a State, be 
cause it recognize* slavery in Us Constitutivn Up 
on this principle we stand with every truly na 
tional man in the country. But the Lecompton 
ites forget, or, remembering, they will not tell the 
people, that this great principle is clearly and dis 
tinctly recognized in the Crittenden amendment 
That amendment admits Kansas into the Union as 
a State under the Lecompton Constitution, widen 
recognizes slavery, provided that it shall be first 
fairly submitted to the qualified voters of Kan 
sas, and is assented to by n majority thereof, at an 
election held for that purpose. Will any honest 
man pretend to say that that Constitution has 
ever been fairly submitted to the people of Kan- 
sas? Will any honest man a«sert that that Con 
stitution meets the wishes of the people of Kan- 
■as? Is it their act and deed? Have they not, 
at the polls, declared by an immense majoritv, 
that they were opposed to it? And, even ad 
mining, for argument's sake, that the Lecompton 
Convention was a legally constituted body an I 
that they were under no legal obligations to sub- 
mit the result of their labors for the ratification or 
rejection of the people, does it follow that the 
Cofieress of the United States, by whom, under 
the National Constitution, "new States may be 
admitted," is constitutionally bound to admit Kan- 
sas under the Lecompton Constitution, as soon 
as it is presented 7 Has not Congress a discre- 
tion upon the subject? Is it not invested with 
the povrer, under the Constitution, to inquire 
whether the pirchmeiit present" d as a Constitution 
for Kansis, is the "act and deed" of the people 
of that Territory? Is it not its solemn duty 
to m .We this inquiry, in anv mode which it may 
deem proper, when it is ineontestably established 
that the people who are to live under, and who 
alone are to be aftVcted by, ihe proposed Consti 
tution. are unalterably and overwhelmingly op 
posed to it? In what mode, we ask, cau Con 
press better obtain this information, in an official 
manner, than by referring the Constitution to the 
people of Kansas, and give all parties a full, 
fair and free opportunity to vote in reference 
thereto? 

If Congress refuses to pursue this course, 
and. in oVfi-mce of the wishes of the people of 
Kansas, fastens the Lecompton Constitution up 
on them, would not that be a direct and palpa 
ble intcrferenee in its worst form, by Congress, 
with the domestic institutions of acountrv? 

These are our principles. They are the prinei 
pies of our fathers, and are beautifully consistent 
with the spirit of republican institutions. We 
are fallen indeed upon evil times, if the mad 
ravings of sectional ists and disunionists ean force 
the American people to forget or discard them. 



A Lecompton Tbjck — K short time since a 
portion of the Locofocos of Mason got up a 
county meeting.and passed some fire eating reso 
lutions disapproving the course of Hon. John J.

A few minutes nlt<T, Lovedy again requested 
the Doctor to let him have some arsenic, and 
pulled out and offered a large roll of bank notes 
lor it. The Doctor positively refused to give it 
to him, when Lovedy drew his pistol, and, saying. 
"God bless mv mother, God bless you, doctor," 
fired. The ball entered the left leg of the doc 
tor, above the knee, and came out on the other 
side, making a severe but not a dangerous flesh 
wound. Lovedy, when arrested, siid that he did 
not intend to shoot thedoetor. He had made ao 
plication for arsenic to another physician before 
he came to Dr. Gunn's office. We sympathise 
with Dr. Gunn, who was just recovering fr«ni se- 
rious injuries sustained by being thrown from his 
horse some months ago. — Lou. Journal. 



Washington, April 20. 
Senate — Mr. Houston of Texas, spoke in favor 
of the establishment of a protectorate over Mex- 
ico. After pointing out the difference between 
the Northern and Southern State* of the Union 
he went on t) define his plan and show the ben- 
efits that would accrue both to the Union and to 
Mexico. 

The protectorate, he siid, must be self support 
ing, the protected paying the expense, which they 
could do by assigning her revenue for ten years. 
Our gulf squadron is sufficient to protect her 
commerce, and five thousand reliable troops ju 
diciously posted would preserve internal order. Mr. 
Houston explained the circumstauces under which 
Mexico funded her debt ol $55.OO0,0UU, which 
is mostly owing to British creditors. All that 
Great Britain can reasonably expect in the event 
of a protectorate is that wu shall see that a por- 
tion of the customs are set apart towards the 
debt and dividends faithfully appropriated to the 
purpose. 

Mr Houston paid a feeling tribute to the mem 
ory of his former companions in the Senate now 
all passed away. Mr. Houston spoke more large 
ly of the State rights of Texas than of the pro 
tectorate, respecting which he said it might 
be either like that of the Ionian islands or iu a 
new form, but without exercising more authority 
than was necessary. The resolutions says that 
whereas every a' tempt of the Mexicans to regu- 
late their internal affairs results iu failures, and 
there is danger of Mexico falling into anarchy, 
and whereas the United States on account of their 
continen'al policy can never permit Mixicotobe 
subjugated al the hands of any foreign power, 
therefore, a select committee of seven be appoint- 
ed to inquire whether it is necessary to establish a 
protectorate. The resolution was laid over until 
to morrow and ordered to bo printed. 

The deficiency bill was taken up and discussed 
all day. 

Mr. Hale's amendment was lost by 30 against

Mr Buttington ottered a resolution, which was 
adopted, calling for the correspondence with the 
government of Chili relative to the detention at 
Talcahuauo of the American vessels Good Re- 
turn and Franklin. 

The Washington police bill was taken up, and 
was rejected by 1 1 majority. 

Mr. Dodd's substitute, which was agreed to in 
committee yesterday, propu-ing that policemen 
be appointed by a Board of Commissioners to be 
elected, instead of giving the President power iu 
the premises, was tatded by 110 against 79. 

The Military Academy "bill was considered in 
committee. 

Washington, April 2d. 
The commiteu of conference on the Kansas bil. 
met this morning. Mr English submitted a pro 
position similar to that indicated in yesterday's 
dispatch. The Senate commute asked time to 
consider it. Another meeting was appoiutedfoi 
2 o'clock.
